PRETORIA, Sept. 8.—The right of forcl- 
Ble intervention by a foreign power for the 
protection of a subject arises only when 
such subject is barbarously ill-treated, 
while everybody knows that here British 
subjects are better off than in their own 
country. They form the most prosperous 
part of the inhabitants of the Republic. 

Every power has the right to protect its 
Subjects against ill-treatment, but England 
wants not to protect her subjects, but to 
make them our subjects by threats of force. 
This shows the ulterior motive. RN has been 
conolusively proved that lngland’s suzer- 
ainty has been abolished since the conven- 
tion of 1884. Lord Derby himself erased it 
from the draft of the convention, which was 
mutually accepted. This convention ‘has 
mever been broken by the Republic, al- 
though England contends that there have 
been small technical breaches committed. 

The convention provides only for certain 
civil rights for foreigners, but has no ref- 
erence to political rights.

Petty “Grafting” Had Something

Henry Frey of 3109A Pennsylvania avenue, 
a huckster and ward hecler, kiled his po- 
litical friend, Wm. C. Pape, Superintendent 
of Public Parks and Republic Central Com- 
mitteeman for the Tenth Ward, and com- 
mitted suicide Friday night betwecn § and 
9 o’clock. 

The tragedy was an indirect result of the 
System of petty “‘grafting’’ in municipal of- 
fices whereby commercial licenses have 
been obtained through political influence, a 
condition of affairs which was exposed by 
the Post-Dispatch during the Major Com- 
mittee investigaticn. 

The movirg cause for the murder was 
the fact that Pane did not: secure a huck- 
ster’s license for Frey. Back of this was 
a cenviction in Frey’s disordered mind that 
rape was in some degree responsible for an 


ould procure the necesnaty license tor him. 
Abont ok Several drinks Friday afternoon, 
' nin 6 o'clock he complained of pains 
n his head, which was usual under the cir- 
cumstances. His younger brother, Frank, 
took Frey in his—Frank’s—wagon to the 
office of the physician, who treated him for 
the intermittent mental disorder. 

They Started home from the office, Frey 

being in & surly mood. Before they reache: 
home Frey commanded his brother te get 
Out of the wagon. The brother demurred, 
but finally obeyed, fearing to be struck by 
the other, who was a giant in strength. The 
brother asked when Frey would return 
home. Frey told him to go to Mrs. Mader's 
house, where he was boarding temporarily, 
and that he would be there with the wagon 
shortly. Where the brothers parted is 
about two blocks from the Pape home. 
e Frey was next seen at Pape’s. Pape and 
his son, Fred, were sitting in front of the 
house. Frey drove up and stooped the 
horse and called to the elder Pape, ad- 
dressing him as “Billy.” 

Pape walked cut to the wagon. Young 
Pape heard the words, ‘“‘Peddler”’ ard “Li- 
cense™ mentioned during the short con- 
versation. Frey's voice was raised in an- 
ger. He fired at Pape. The flame from the 
weapon showed the men to be less than @ 
yard apart. Pape dropped. Frey cut his 
horse with the whip. The horse sprang 
forward. Pape crawled to the pavement. 
Frey, as the wagon was whirled away, 
turned in the seat and fired two more shots 
at Pave. Young Pape sprang from his 
seat and ran after the wagon, which the 
horse was dragging at a gallop south. 

Frey fired a snot at Fred Pape. It did 

not strike the young man. The latter gave 
up the pursuit at the end of a block. The 
wagon distanced all pursuers and turned 
into Utah street. 
Frev’s brother Frank went to a saloon at 
the corner of Utah street and Pennsylva- 
nia avenue when he was forced to leave 
the wagon. He was in that saloon when 
the shots were fired. Hb heard the pistol 
reports and ran into the street. He saw his 
brother in the wagon as the vehicle dashed 
around the corner. The horse was going at 
top speed. Frank gave chase. At the next 
corner, Minnesota avenue, the wagon ca- 
reened and upset. When Frank reached 
the wagon his brother was crawling out 
from under the horse. 

Others were running toward the wagon, 
but none save the brothers were at the 
spot. Frank's query was interrupted by 
Henry, who exclaimed: 

‘“T have fixed him at last and I have one

FIRST STEP MUST BE TO MAKE 
FEDERAL POWER DEFINITE. 


Submission of an Amendment Will 
Bring to a Definite Issue Whether 
the People Want Positive Law 
Against Industrial Combines,

CHICAGO, Sept. 9.—Prof. Edmond J. 
James of the University of Chicago, an au- 
thority on economics, has given to the Post- 
Dispatch correspondent the following state- 
ment written by himself: 

“It is plain that under present conditions, 
even if we knew what was desirable, we 


could not adopt and carry out any con- 
sistent policy in regard to trusts. 

The power of the Federal Government 
cannot reach the difficulty under our pxres- 
ent Constitution, or, at any rate, it cannot 
reach it effectively. Nor can any power 
to reach it in any effective way be vested 
in the States without according to them a 
degree of independence and _ sovereignty 
over commercial matters which would go a 
long way to destroy the effectiveness of our

friends and physician in charge must aid the doomed person 
to brine about his death, 

Physicians are often mistaken as to a sickness being mortal, 
and the patient is usually the last person to decide whether 
or not his case is hopeless. He owes it to himself and to others 
to endure it to the end.

“Nothing to Wear’ made its in ea 
in Harper’s Weekly and in a s ort time 
had become famous throughout the world 
being reproduced in a multitude of forms 
in Great Britain, and also translated into 
French and German. In connection with 
the new edition of “Nothing to Wear,” 
which the author, William Allen Butler, 
has published in response to many requests, 
and which contains all his poetical writ- 
ings, there is a matter of interest con- 
cerned with the first appearance of the fa- 
mous poem which is worth while recalling. 
It came out in thé sixth number of Har- 
pers Weekly unsigned, and, as has been 
said, aroused a great deal of comment. The 
matter to which we refer is thus presented 
in the Weekly for Aug. 8, 1857: | 

“Some little stir has been created in lit- 
erary circles by a claim set up by a young 
lady to the authorship of the now famous 
poem, ‘Nothing to Wear.’ The story which 
the lady's friends tell is that Miss Peck 
tore her dress, and was led by that acci- 
dent to a train of highly moral reflections, 
which found vent in verse: that she car- 
ried the verse aforesaid about in her 
pocket, and, unhappily, lost it on leaving 
the cars near Twenty-sixth street. leading 
to the inference that \Mr. Butler. from 
whom we obtained the poem, picked ‘up the 
idea, the title and some thirty of the iden- 
tical lines in or negr the cars aforesaid, 
and appropriated them to .\his own use. 

“It is curious,’’ goes on the Weekly, ‘that 
though the success of the Room was so im- 
mediate and it was a subject of general 
conversation in society in the early 
of last February, the Rev. Isaac Peck ;

otk ea Oacd. Mr. Rhodes reached Paris on June 20 and 
found that Mr. Cc. ™. Kurtz, director of. 
the art department of the Exposition, who 
was to have sélected the pictures, was so 
ill that he could not even assist in the 
work. Compelled by this circumstance to 


select the pictures, aS well as arrange for 
their care and shipment, Mr. Rhodes spent 
a busy summer. He has reason to be 
proud of the result, as the exhibit is one 
of the best ever seen in the West, 

“None of the artists appear to have 
done notably great work during the last 
year,’ said Mr. Rhodes. “It may be that 
they are saving their best productions for 
the Paris Exposition, but at any rate the 
new pictures hung in Paris are not strik- 
ingly good. The American artists have ex- 
ce.led all competi.ors. That is why you 
will find so few works of foreigners in our 
exhibit. 

“Our big exhibition picture is by F. mM. 
Dumond, a. American, who has a studio in 
Paris. lL like it very much and think the 
public will be pleased with it.’’ 

The picture is hung on the west wall of 
gallery A, and is the first thing that meets 
the eye as the entrance is approached. The 
canvass is about 15x30 feet. The picture is 
called “‘The Theater of Nero.” It repre- 
sents a fight between an elephant and two 
tigers. In the fore ground there is a broken 
ring, where the elephant has been tethered, 
and near it is a big ciot of blood that shows 
with striking effect on the yellow eand. 
The elephant’s ears are torn and bleeding, 
and he is in a fine frenzy. He has one 
tiger in the embrace of his trunk and lifted 
high in th air preparatory to flinging it to 
the ground and trampling out its life. The 
other big cat is deploying in front of the 
pachyderm, awaiting a favorable moment 
to spring. A third tiger can be seen peer- 
ing through the grating under the amphi- 
theater with a flercely expectant look. In 
the dust-obscured background is the ghad- 

/owy form of another e.ephant, indicating 
that there are other combats in progress. In 
the amphitheater there are men and women 
in Roman costume. The men, with their 
smooth-shaven faces, tonsured heads and 
bold features, are watching the fighting 
with keen interest, while the one woman, 
whose expression can be seen, seems rather 
bored. She looks for all the world like a 
nineteenth century maid at a baseball 
game 

Mr. Rhodes says that the drawing of the 
picture is good, and Mr. Rhodes ought to 
know, but to the inexpert eye the tiger 
seems too smal! or the elephant too large. 
The tiger that is in the elephant’s clutcn 
does not seem to be longer than the widtn 
of the elephant’s ear. It is argued that 
in the days of Nero very large elephants 
were to be found in the Roman circus. So 
were there very large tigere.

St. Louis lawyers generally hold that 
the city ordinance permitting the commit- 
ment of persons to the Insane Asylum upon 
the certificate of a physician of the Health 
Department is unconstitutional, and those 
who are doubtful on this point believe that 
the ordinance is outrageous and oppressive 
in its practical operation. 

The operation of the ordinance in the 


case of Miss Elizabeth Barret, who was 
subjected to indignities by those In charge 
of the observation ward at the City Hos- 
pital, and was then sent to the Insane 
Asylum and confined there for three weeks 
in a ward with 60 insane persons, all on 
the authority of the superintendent of the 
City Hospital, has aroused the interest and 
indignation of lawyers, as well as the gen- 
eral public, against this method of depriv- 
ing persons of their liberty. 

Miss Barret's attorneys are so confident 
that the city ordinance is unconstitutional 
that they expect to institute damage suits 
against cly off.cials who were instrumental 
in the commitment of their client to thé 
asylum. If these suits are brought, the 
issue will be the validity of the ordinance. 

Attorney A. C Robbins, for Miss Bar- 
ret, has found many decisions wey weds g 
h:s contention that the ordinance is invalid. 
These decisions were rendered in Missouri 
as weil as in many other States. 

“All of them lead to one conclusion,” he 
said, ‘‘which is that a person charged with 
insanity has all the rights reserved by the 
constitution of the United States and the 
State to sane persons. Among these is the 
provision contained in the bill of rights 
of this State as follows: ‘That no person 
shall be deprived of life, liberty or property 
without due process of law.’ 

“The expression, ‘due process of law,’ {6 
defined by the courts to be legally equiva- 
lent to the expression, ‘the law of the 
land.’ Daniel Webster, in the Dartmouth 
College case, gives a definition of the two 
expressions, which is the standard for law- 
yers and judges. He eays: ‘By the law 
of the land is most clearly intended the 
general law; a law wihch hears before it 
eondemns; which proceeds upon inquiry 
and rendere judgment only after trial.’ 
With this understanding, I fail to see how 
it is legal to commit a person suspected of 
being insane without due process of law, 
and by that I mean a trial by jury. I 
have other authorities for my contention. 
It is cleariy laid down that a person al- 
leged to be insane is entitled to have the 
question of his insanity tried by jury, in 
the cases of the State vs. Baird, 47 Mo., 
Smith vs People, ® Ill., In re Day 8§ 
N. J. EA. 

“Another point is that:no, man-can be de- 
prived of his liberty withoug the judgment 
of his peere, and +t matter& not to the law 
whether the alleged cause’ of detention is 
insanity or crime. This is supported bY 
the decision in the case of Commonwealt

e was illegally deprived of his liberty, 

“TI remember the case of the man Beech- 
er. He was confined in the insane asylum, 
having been committed by the process in 
He wrote to the Probate Judge a 
remarkably clear letter setting forth that 
he was illegally deprovied of his liberty, 
that he was entitled to a 
jury, and demanding that he be given his 
rights. The Probate Judge was so im- 
pressed by his letter that he gave the man 
a trial. He was adjudged insane and re- 
committed. Although he was undoubtedly 
insane he was right in his interpretation 
of the law. He was being illegally detained 
until a jury of his peers had declared bim 
insane.” 

William F. Woerner, son and partner of 
the former Judge of the Probate Court, sup- 
ports Attorney Robbins’ contention that 
the ordinance is invalid. 

“It is clearly an invasion of private 
rizghts,’’ he said. ‘“‘The constitutions of the 
State and of the United States guarantee 
to every Individual certain rights, among 
them the rege to trial by jury before be- 
ing denrived of liberty. It is outrageous 
that you or I may be seized in our homes 
or on the street, Cragued before a city of- 
ficial, who is veste with none of the 
functions of a judge, and after an ex parte 
examination, confined in an insane asylum, 
This method is a relic of the dark ages, 
when insane persons were thought not to 
have any rights. The case of Miss Barret 
gives ample proof of the iniquity of such a 
method of dealing with persons suspected 
of insanity. Certainly there should be a 
change, and it should come speedily.” 

State Senator John W. Drabelle_ said: 
‘‘No person, rich or poor, should be con- 
fined in an insane asylum until he has had 
every opportunity before the law. It is 
not right to incarcerate persons in an asy- 
lum on the mere word of one or two men. 
Tremendous consequences to the person 
suspected of insanity are involved in the 
result of such a hearing. There can be no 
worse torture to a sane man than confine- 
ment in an insane asylum. It often means 
that the person so committed will soon be- 
come insane. In order that there shal] be 
no mistake, every precaution should be 
taken to be sure that a person is really 
insane before he is committed. Questions 
of convenience and time should not enter 
into the matter. Human liberty ts at stake, 
and a fair public trial is the only proper 


‘method of deciding such questions.”’
